MARKEETS. 


The leading produce markets were rather more 
animated yesterday, with a general tendency to 
further weakness. The fact of fine weather fa- 
vored a free movement of stuf from the country, 
and the markets rather went down in the absence 
of support than because of a bear pressure, 
though there was a little of the latter. The ship- 
ping demand was comparatively dull. 

Provisions were easier and active. They were 
really strong considering the weakness in wheat 
and the fact that there was a rather heavy selling 
pressure on products, about 30,000 bris pork and 
5,000 tes lard being thrown on the market by 
Stauffner and Singer, supposed to be acting for the 
packing company.
